2,000 SOLDIERS REMAIN 


Negro Miners Armed and Whites 


Refuse to Work With Them— 


City Becoming Quiet. 


Springfield, 111., Aug. 19—That the 


race war situation in this city is con- 
sidered much less serious was evi- 
denced when Governor Deneen issued 
orders for the return of the First and 
Fourth infantry regiments to 
th-eir 


home today. * 


"I took the measure after a confer- 


ence with 
Sheriff 
Werner, Mayor 


Reece, Major 
General Young, Ad- 


jutant General Scott, General Foster 
and General Wells," explained Gover- 
nor Deneen. 


"Does that mean that you, consider 


that all danger of serious trouble is 
past?" he was asked. 


"It" means that we 
can. properly 


guard the city with the troops that 
will remain. There will 9t!ill be the 
Second and Seventh regiments under 
General Wells. The departure of the 
First and 
Fourth 
will lessen OUT 


forces by about 1000 men, leaving a 
guard of 2000 here." 


There were the

alarms last night hut up to midnight 
nothing of a serious character had 
transpired. 
Deputy sheriffs reported 


an entire absence of trouble "or ex- 
citement at the Woodside coal mine, 
where the white miners refused to 
work with negroes.

White miners at the VVoodside coal 


mine, a mile out of town, and the 
Tuxhorn mine four miles distant, re- 
fused to work with negroes. These 
mines employ about 500 men, about 
150 of whom are colored. 


The white m'iners came to Presi- 


dent Clark of the Springfield subdis- 
trict of the United Mine Workers with 
the declaration that the negroes were 
armed and they did not feel safe in 
the underground darkness with them. 
On the otfher hand it 3's said that the 
negroes have armed with no thought^* 
of taking initial action, but to pro- 
tect themselves in event of a repeti- 
tion of the rioting of Friday and Sat- 
urday n'ights. President Clark said 
that BO far as he knew there had been 
no clashes between whites and blaek« 
in the mines. 


"They are just nervous, I guess," 


commented the organization leader. 
"Both races belong to the union and 
the union will see that no serious 
trouble arises." 


Mr. Clark's office 
was filled with 


the white miners who had qu'it work, 
newly shaven, dressed in honor of the 
unexpected holiday and gloomily de- 
termined to take no chances under 
the earth.

American Orchards. 


One of the reasons why the apple 


leaf roller (Archips rosaceana) has re- 
ceived so little attention from the sci- 
entific fruit growers is because it has 
never existed in numbers sufficient to 
be regarded as a positive menace. 
Now, however, it seems to be largely 
on the increase, and with the prospect 
of finding it added to the already too 
long list of our apple tree pests it is 
well to know something of it and what 
is to be expected from it if it should 
become plentiful. 


The larvae are active, cylindrical, 


pale green or reddish brown insects 
with a deep brown head and with the 
first body division (prothoraxi and first 
two pairs of jointed less also deep 
brown.

An Unappreciated Plant. 


Chives is a vegetable not widely 


known in this country. 
It is native 


along the northern borders of the 
United States as well as in some parts 
of Europe, where it is popular. The 
plant belongs to the onion fainiiy, and 
its leaVts are ustid fur seasoiimg in 
soups, salads, etc.. and are preferred 
to onions by many persons because 
they arc much milder and more tender. 
Europeans use chives for seasoning 
scrambled eggs and similar dishes. 


The culture of chives is simple. The 


plant will grow in any ordinary gar- 
den soil. It is usually propagated by 
division of the roots, because it does 
not seed readily. The roots or clumps 
of roots may be purchased at moderate 
prices.' The clumps should be plant- 
ed in beds about nine inches apart in 
rows which are two feet apart. The 
planting may be done in either spring 
or autumn. 
Tho chives may also be 


planted in the border of the vegetable 
garden and makes an excellent perma- 
nent border.

How to Water Flower Beds. 


If the soil is good stiff loam and you 


bave frequent showers you do not need 
to supply any water. If your soil is 
sandy and the weather dry it is benefi- 
cial to v.'ater every day. Geraniums 
seldom need watering when glowing 
in good garden soil. With much water 
they grow too much and flower sparse- 
ly. Cannas require rich soil and plenty 
of water. Coleus and plants of this 
character do not require much water. 
For them and geraniums we prefer, 
says the Suburban Life, frequent hoe- 
ing to watering. Careful watering is 
the hardest thing to teach an inexperi- 
enced hand both in the greenhouse and 
on the lawn. If using a hose, sprinkle 
carefully, having just enough, force to 
water without washing the ground. 
Hold the sprinkler near the ground 
and see that the water goes where you 
want it. In this way the ground will 
become 
thoroughly 
soaked. - Xever

History of Famous Trial, When a 


Fin'? of $29,240,000 Was Imposed. 


The decision handed down by the 


United States circuit court of appeals 
in Chicago reversing the fine of $29,- 
'.240.000 imposed on the Standard Oil 
Company of Indiana by Judge Kene- 
saw M. Landis was the result of a 
sensational trial in April of 1907 be- 
fore Judge Landis in the United States 
district court wherein the Standard 
Oil Company of Indiana, a subsidiary 
of the Standard Oil Company of New 
Jersey, was under indictment for re- 
cehing rebates from the Chicago and 
Alton road. 


The shipments of oil on which the 


rebates were obtained were made from 
Whiting, Ind., to East St. Louis. The 
regular rate was 18 cents per barrel, 
but the Standard got rebates which 
brought its price down to ..G1^ cents. 
On April 15, 1007, the jury found 
against the company. 


Following the trial of the case, John 


D. Rockefeller, William Rockefeller, 
Charles M. Pratt and other high offi- 
cials of the company were subpoenaed 
and testified before Judge Landis as 
to the earnings of the Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey during the 
three years covered by the indict- 
ments. They said the company's earn- 
ings in that period were about $200,- 
000.000. 
They testified 
on July 6, 


1007, and on the following Aug. 3 
Judge Landis imposed the fine of $29,- 
240,000 against the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of Indiana, which has but $1,- 
000,000 capital. 


It was shown that rebates amount- 


ing to about 5230,000 were collected on 
shipments in 1,402 cars, though the 
number of shipments was but thirty- 
six. Judge Landis imposed the maxi- 
mum fine under the Elkins law of $20.- 
000 on each of the 1,402 car lots in- 
stead of the shipments, though the re- 
bates were made on the shipments.

claimed it supposed the 0% cent rate 
was the lawful one. as no rate had 
been publicly posted by the Chicago 
and Aitou road, as tbe law required.

COOKING IN CAMP. 


How to Prepare Simple but Appetiz- 


ing Dishes. 


Confronted by the conditions exist- 


ing in a camp kitchen, which differ 
somewhat from those of a modern 
town chef's realm, cooks are apt to 
spoil the broth by trying to do too 
much or construct too elaborate dishes. 
The simplest foods are most appetizing 
when camping, and they are the best 
to eat 
They should be simply pre- 


pared. 
Coffee made iu camp has a 


different flavor from that made any- 
where else. 
An experienced camper 


gives this rule for making it, says the 
New York Herald: 


Have the coffee ground fine, place 


eight heaping dessertspoonfuls in a hot 


water arid set the pot near the fire for 
a few minutes. 
The coffee should 


never be boiled. 
This amount Is for 


four persons. 


To make chocolate the same authori- 


ty says: Take two heaping dessert- 
spoonfuls of milk powder and eight 
dessertspoonfuls of chocolate. 
Add 


a little water and make a paste. Then 
pour in two quarts of boiling water 
and add a little sugar. 


Biscuits.—Take two pints of flour to 


which have been added two heaping 
teaspoonfuls 
of baking powder and 


sift into a bread pan. Add one level 
teaspoonful of salt, some cold pork fat 
the size of an egg and mix all together 
thoroughly while dry. Add six heap- 
Ing 
dessertspoonfuls 
of evaporated 


milk or twice as much fresh milk 
with enough 
cold 
water 
to make 


&s soft a dough ns can be rolled on 
the bread board, which has been sprin- 
kled with flour. Roll the dough about 
one-half Inch thick and cut into circles 
with a china or tin cup the rim of 
which has been dipped in flour, or use 
a knife. Place the circles in a greased 
or floured pan, set in the rack of the 
baker before the fire and leave until 
light and brown on top. 


Corn Bread.—Take one pint of flour 


and one pint of corntneal and put in 
the bread pan, with two heaping tea- 
spoonfuls of baking powder, one level 
teaspoonful of salt, two dessertspoon- 
fuls of dried egg, one teaspoonfnl of 
sugar and cold pork fat the size of an 
egg. 
Mix thoroughly while dry. Add 


six heaping dessertspoonfuls of evap- 
orated milk and enough cold water to 
make a thick batter. 
Stir until well 


mixed and pour into a greased pan. 
Place in the rack of the baker and 
stand the baker In front of the fire. 


Griddlecakes.—Take two pints of 


flour to which have been added two 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder. Add 
one level teaspoouful of salt, two des- 
sertspoonfuls 
of dried egg and mix 


together dry. Mix with this six heap- 
ing dessertspoonfuls 
of evaporated 


milk and enough cold water to make a 
creamy batter. Do not have the batter 
thin. Fry in the frying pan. which has 
been greased with a piece of pork fat. 


Boiled Rice.—Thoroughly wash and 


rinse one cup of rice in cold water, 
drain and place In about two quarts of 
boiling water In an uncovered pot, add 
two teaspoonfuls of salt and boil stead- 
ily for ten or twenty minutes, adding 
water, If necessary, as the rice boils. 
When tender, drain and place near the 
fire to dry it a little. 


Hasty Pudding.—To a quart of boll- 


ing water add half a teaspoonful of 
salt and stir in slowly a cupful of corn- 
meal. Boll ten minutes, stirring con- 
stantly to prevent scorching. Hasty 
pudding served with milk and sugar 
makes an appetizing and wholesome 
dish. 


How to Make a Pot Roast. 


Purchase beef suitable for a pot 


roast, lay in an iron pot,-with salt and 
pepper and four tablespoonfuls of vin 
egar, an onion and carrot, diced fine. 
Cover with boiling water, cooking 
slowly for two or more hours, or until 
the meat is well done. 
Then beat_a 


skillet hot adding a few tablespoon- 
fuls of choice butter. Lay the meat in 
the same, searing it on all sides. Put 
the roast back in the pot; making a 
brown gravy by adding flour to the 
butter in the skillet and the gravy in 
which the meat was. cooked, with a 
small measure of^tomato catchup and 
some mushrooms, if liked. Serve with 
mashed potatoes and Yorkshire pud- 
ding.
